Copy of a Letter from His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to the 
Lord Chancellor, dated Dublin Castle, 9th May I8I7. 

My Lord Dublin Castle, 9th May I8I7. 

WITH reference to the Communication which has already taken place 
with your Lordship on the subject of the nomination of Sheriffs, I shall feel 
obliged to your Lordship to suggest to the Judges of Ireland, previously to the 
next Assizes, that it will be very desirable that they make inquiry on their 
respective Circuits into the qualifications, in point of character and property, 
of the several persons liable to serve the office of Sheriff in the several Counties 
ot Ireland, and be guided by the result of such inquiries in inking their Returns 
•to your Lordship. ®
